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Investigation by School Commis 
sioner Shows Schools Have Greater 
Money Value Than Shops.

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 12.—The 
money value of education, based on 
the consideration of 2000 workers, is 
discussed by the United States Com- 
‘missioner of Education in a state- 
ment to State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction Hyatt. | 

The matter is summed up as fol- 
lows: 

“Two boys, aged 14, are both inter- 
ested In mechanics. One goes into 
the shops, the other into a technical 
school. The boy in the shops starts 
at $4 per week and by the time he 
is 18 years old he ts getting $7. At 
that age the other boy is leaving 
schoo! and starting to work at $10 
a week. At 20 years the shop-trained 
young fellow is getting $9.50 and the 
technical graduate, $15; at 22 years 
the former’s wages is $11.50 and the 
latter s, $20; and dy the time they 
are both 25 years old the shop- 
worker finds $12.75 in his pay enve- 
lope while the technically-trained 
man draws a salary of $31.” 

These figures are based on a study 
of 2000 actual workers.

ing. The General Grand Assembly 
ef the General Grand Council, Royal 
and Select Masters, will also be held 
in San Francisco, as that meeting 
follows the General Grand Chapter. 
The time of the 1916 meeting was 
not fixed, but it probably will be in 
September. 

The report of the General Grand 
Secretary shows that various grand 
chapters in the United States belong- 
ing to the General Grand Chapter 
at the close of 1911 had a member- 
ship of 861,142 Royal Arch Masons.

The 
battleship Texas, which was 
launched May 18, will be the su- 
perior, for offensive fighting, of 
any warship yet designed for a 
foreign navy. In her main battery 
she will e@arry ten fdéurteen-inch 
breech-loading rifies of the latest de- 
sign. These guns are to be mounted 
in pairs in electrically-controlled elllp- 
tical turrets, located on the center 
line of the ship. It will be possible 
to fire all ten of these guns on either 
broadside. In the secondary battery 
there will be twenty-one five-inch 
rapid-fire rifies. These guns are de- 
signed to ward off torpedo boats and 
submarines and there will alse be 
two field pieces for use by the marines 
in shore fighting. 
In defensive qualities the Texas Is 
said to be unsurpassed by any ship 
Afloat. Along the water line, exten<- 
ing from a point about 100 feet from 
the bow to the stern, will be a belt 
of armor eight feet wide and eleven 
inches thick above the water line and 
mine inches thick below the. water 
along the center part of the ship to 
protect the engines and boilers. This 
tapers to a thickness of six inches 
at the stern. Other armor over the 
ship proper, and the turrets and con- 


ning towers ranges from four to nine 
inches in thickness. 

The Texas will be manned by «a 
crew of 1009 men and will have sixty- 
three officers. It is said she is now 
more than seven-eighths completed.

RABID HOSTILITY. 

“Mr. Russell's attitude,” said Mr. 
Thompson, “has always been one of 
frank and rabid hostility to Ameri- 
can railways. To compare the roads 
of the two countries is like comparing 
a minnow to a leviathan. The vast 
difference is only faintly expressed by 
the contrast in the communities they 
serve and the physical provisions made 
to handle the passenger and freight 
traffic of the two countries. 

“An inclination is shown by Mr. 
Russell to overlook shortcomings of 
those miniature lines, because rail- 
roading is not very old in New Zea- 
land, for the first line was not opened 
until 1863. Railroading is not any 
older in seventeen States in the Union.

KEEPING UP WITH POPULATION. 

“Railway construction which in the 
United States for twenty years kept 
pace with population shows a decided 
tendency in New Zealand to lag be- 
hind it.

Here 
are a few more facts: The cost per

Guggenheims Pian to Divide Ameri- 
can Market With German Trust by 


Tacoma Smelter.

TACOMA (Wash.) Sept. 12.—[ Ex: 
clusive Dispatch.) By adding to the 
Tacoma smelter reduction works for 
antimony ores of Alaska, the Gug- 
genheims plan to divide at least the 
great American market for antimony 
with the so-called German antimony 
trust, which now annually sells 15,000 
tons of antimony in the United 
States. 

At Grasilla, III., is located the only 
American plant for the treatment of 
antimonial ores such as are found 
about Fairbanks, Alaska. The Ili- 
nols plant is said to be owned by the 
German trust. 

To authorize the enlargements of 
the Tacoma smelter plant it is being 
inspected by President Karl Eilers 
of the American Smelting and Re- 
fining Company, and Walter Page, 
general manager of the Omaha smel- 
ter. 

They have announced im 
ments costing died, ooo to increase the 
smelter’s capacity for handling Alaska 
ores, including the rapidly increas- 
ing receipts of copper ores and con- 
centrates m Bonanza and other 
mines tributary to the Copper River 
railroad and Prince William sound. 

The enlargements will include spe- 
cial reduction works for antimony 
0 which are very refractory. 

"Washington B. Vanderlip of Fair- 
banks controls the Black Eagle anti- 
mony mine on Vault Creek, in the 
Tanana Valley, regarded as the world’s 
largest antimony ledge.

Dr. Sherry later last night, said: 

“Mr. Marsh is in a highly nervous

PLEIADES UNDER OWN STEAM. 


Freighter Which Went Ashore Near 

Magdalena Bay Due to Arrive at San 

Pedro Port. | 

SAN PEDRO, Sept. 13.—Bates & 
Chesebrough’s big freighter, Pleiades. 
Capt. Armstrong. which went ashore 
near Magdalena Bay on August. 16, 


en route from San Pedro for Balboa, 


Panama, and which was floated last 
Sunday, is due to arrive in the outer 


harbor tonight, according to a wire- 


less message received late this after- 
noon from Capt. A. F. Pillsbury, in- 
spector for Marine Underwriters’ As- 
sociation of San Francisco, by Port 
Pilot Krog, who will meet the dis- 
abled steamer upon her arrival. 

The Pleiades is making the run up 
from Magdalena Bay under her own 
steam and will probably proceed for 
San Francisco tomorrow. 

Capt. Pillsbury, to whom is given 
credit for saving the ship, reports that 
there are no serious leaks and that 
the only apparent damage to the hull 
is the hole in the forepeak, which has 
been previously reported. 

The machinery and propeller are in 
good working condition and the only 
trouble 1s a damaged rudder. The 
lumber was the only part of the cargo 
sacrificed in saving the ship. All the 
merchandise loaded here and at San 
Francisco is still in the hold and in 
good condition. 

Capt. Pillsbury reports that the 
Pleiades’ wireless proved of great as- 
sistance in the work of saving the 
ship. The wireless operator on the 
ship is George Bennett. This is young 
Bennett's first trip te sea, and if he 
had only been aboard a crack passen- 
ger liner, instead of a useful but un- 
lovely freighter, he would have been 
halled a hero. He not only stuck to 
his post from the time the ship ran 
ashore unti) it was floated, but he 
handled his talking gear with the skill 
of a veteran and contributed at least 
a share to Capt Pilisbury’s victory 


over the hungry quic ds.

He returned toward the town 
the following day and Ybarra, still 
on the job, arrested him. 

The evidence was contradictory. 
Jones said he thought Ybarra was a 
hold-up man and that he endeavored 
to protect his watch and small 
change. Ybarra declared he told 
Jones he was an officer. 

Judge Willis put the question to 
Ybarra whether it were better to 
send Jones to jail or place him on 
probation. Ybarra, like most peace 
Officers, is not in favor of probation. 
He was reticent. Then Judge Willis 
took Ybarra’s breath away by stat- 
ing he would place Jones on proba- 
tion for two years. 

“It is a good thing to test this pro- 
hation law,” he told the constable. 
“IT am going to place Jones in your 
charge. He must’report to you in 
writing, and if he behaves himself, 
I think you will find at the end of 
two years you will have more satis- 
faction in making him a man than 
it he had served time in prison.“

INDIAN HABEAS CORPUS. 


Attorneys Seek Release of Redskin 
on Grounds of Nationality and 
Citizenship. 
An application has been filed with 
Judge Wellborn of the United States 
District Court for a writ of habeas 
corpus for the release of Ambrosio 
Apepas, an Indian, who is in the 
County Jail on the charge of murder- 
ing W. H. Stanley, superintendent of 
the Coehuilla Reservation, Riverside 
county, on May 1. 
Two grounds are set out in the writ. 
One is that under the treaty Gua- 
dalupe-Hidalgo between the United 
States and Mexico, in 1847, it was 
provided that Mexicans might declare 
themselves citizens of that country, 
and that if they did not do so they 
became automatically citizens of the 
United States. This was not done by 
the parents of Apapas and it is 
claimed that he is therefore a citizen 
of the United States. The other 
ground is that with the admission. of 
California to the Union in 1850, the 
national government did not retain 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Indians 
in California. 
Judge Wellborn allowed the writ 
and argument will be heard on the 
application on a date to be fixed. The 
only effect of the success of the writ 
would be to turn Apapas over to the 
State courts for trial instead of to 
the Federal courts under whose 
commitment the murderer is now held 
without bond. 
There are ten other Indians of the 
Coahuilla Reservation held with 
Apapas who are charged with par- 
ticipating in the Killing of Stanley and 
engaging in a conspiracy that ter- 
minated in death.

ACKSON AND HIS SLANDERER. 
Andrew Jackson held the Presidency for 
eight years, from 1828 to 1836, when he re- 
tired to the Hermitage in his 70th year. 


He lived for nine years thereafter, taking 


no active part in politics. 

As Congressman, Senator, general and 
Governor, Andrew Jackson impressed him- 
self upon his country and his age as a 
master spirit. But it was as President that 
he achieved his greatest and most lasting 
renown. There were two theories at that 
day extant as to the relation of the 
States to the Union. One theory was that 
each State was a sovereign, that the Union 
was a compact of sovereigns, and that each 
sovereign State had a right to withdraw 
from the compact at her sovereign will and 
pleasure, with or without a reason. The 
other theory—that of Calhoun—was that no 
State had a right to secede from the Union, 
but that each State had a right, through 
her Legislature, to nullify any act of Con- 
gress that she deemed inimical to her local 
interest or unsuitable to her local condi- 
tions. The alleged right of secession had, 
at that time, no influential advocates, but 
nullification was advocated in several south- 
ern States by followers of John C. Calhoun, 
who was its sponsor in South Carolina. 

Jackson met Calhoun’s sophism of null 
fication with both official and non-official 
utterances. In his second inaugural ad- 
dress he said: — | 

“In the domestic policy of this gov- 
ernment there are two objects which 
especially deserve the attention of the 

people and thelr representatives, and 
which have been and will continue to 
be the subjects of my increasing solici- 
tude. They are the preservation of the 

‘Tights of the several States and the in- 
tegrity of the Union. 

“These great objects are necessarily 
connected, and can only be attained by 
an enlightened exercise of the powers 
of each within its appropriate sphere, 
in conformity with the public will con- 
stitutionally expressed. To this end it 
becomes the duty of all to yield a ready 
and patriotic submission to the laws 
constitutionally enacted, and thereby 
promote and strengthen a proper con- 
fidence in those institutions of the sev- 
eral States and of the United States 
which the people themselves have or 

. dained for their own government.“ 

Jackson supplemented his official utter- 
ances against nullification with the unof- | 
ficial suggestion that to nullify an act of 
Congress would be to commit treason, and 
that treason would result in the hanging 
of the traitors—Calboun included. 

Jackson coupled his denunciation of nulll- 
fication with opposition to the United States 
Bank. Single-handed and alone he com- 
menced a crusade against that great and 
powerful institution which was domthating 
the finances, the business and the politics 
ot the country and rivaling the governnient 
itself in influence and power. Jackson be- 
lieved that the interests of the country 
demanded the extirpation of this gigantic 
corporation. What Jackson believed ought 
to be done he always attempted to do, and 
what he attempted to do he usually suc-

Pu PARCELS-POST SYSTEM. 

It has been officially announced by 
Postmaster-General Hitchcock that the re- 
cently-authorized parcels-post system would 
be put in general operation on the ist of 
January, 1913. “The system will extend 
over more than 1,000,000 miles of rural de- 
livery and star routes and will cover in its 
various ramifications all systems of trans- 
portation of parcels now utilized by pri- 
vate express companies. 

“First of all,” said Mr. Hitchcock, “must 
be prepared a classification of the articles 
that can be accepted for transportation. 
The law admits to the mails practically all 
kinds of merchandise that can be transport- 
ed safely, including products of the farm 
and garden as well as factory products, pro- 
vided such articles do not weigh more 
than eleven pounds nor exceed seventy-two 
inches in combined length and girth. The 
mode of packing will be prescribed careful- 
ly. The present equipment of the mail serv- 
ice is not adapted to the carriage of such 
merchandise, and, therefore, new equip- 
ment must be provided. It is likely that we 
shall employ extensively hampers similar. 
to those used in foreign countries in han- 
dling parcels-post mail. 

“The law provides that postage on all 
parcels shall be prepaid by affixing distinct- 
ive stamps. This will necessitate the de- 
signing and printing of at least a dozen 
denominations of special stamps, ranging 
in value from 1 cent to $1. Provision for 
the collection on delivery of the price of a 
parcel must be made.”

as a letter-carrier in California. But Uncle 
Sam did not lose by the rivalry, for every 
letter required the express frank to be en- 
graved on a postage envelope. Every even- 
ing in the mining camps, on the arrival of 
the stage with the letter and express mail, 
there were but few in line at the postofiice. 
But the express office was crowded with 
people while the gent called aloud the 
names of those to whom express letters 
were addressed. 


HE “SCAB” LABOR UNION. 

An amusing, although somewhat dis- 
astrous, strike is taking place in New Zea- 
land just now at the Waihi coal mines. 
There is absolutely no dispute of any kind 
with the employers—wages satisfactory, 
hours comfortable, conditions of labor -all 
that they should be and, most important 
of all, no non-unionists to rouse their jeal- 
ousy. Yet the mines have been closed for 
nearly three weeks and the trouble is not 
disposed of yet. 3 

There is an arbitration board for labor 
disputes in New Zealand, which ig a sort 
ot labor federation to which the various 
unions and employers’ societies belong. 
Many are the privileges accorded by the 
government to members who honorably 
abide by its decisions, but membership is 
not compulsory upon any union. 

Now the Waihi Miners’ Union passed a 
resolution declining to join the arbitration 
federation, preferring the old bad strike- 
and-be-damned methods. But about a third 
of its members strongly disapproved of this 


course. So much so that the minority sub- 
sequently formed a new union on their own 
account and duly joined the federation. 
“Beab union,” shouts the original Waihi 
union; we'll close the mines down on you.” 
And they did. 

Of course this situation is delightfully. 
Gilbertian— except for the unfortunate 
thousands who are starving as a result of 
the dispute. The employers, too, who are 
losing thousands daily, notwithstanding the 
fact that they are acknowledged to be as 
nearly ideal employers as this world pro- 
vides, are likewise failing to appreciate the 
full piquancy of the situation as yet.

Elastic in Suspenders Foils At- 
tempt at Suicide Because Would- 
be Self-destroyer’s Feet Reach the 
Floor—Subject Changes His Mind 
About Wanting to Die. 


Mark Twain’s famous hero of the 
New York skyscraper fire would have 
a hard time beating the record set 
yesterday by Alexander Pullman, 4 
former army sergeant, who tried to 
hang himself with a pair of sus- 
penders, and then had to jump up 
and down for nearly half an hour to 
keep from choking to death. 

Pullman, who lives at No. 126 West 
First street, decided yesterday that 
he did not want to live any longer. 
Therefore he tore a sheet into strips 
and tied it around his neck, but the 
improvised rope broke and he was 
forced to secure something else. 

Nothing else being handy, Pullman 
took a pair of suspenders, looped them 
over a gas jet, stood on a chair and 
tied one end of the suspenders around 
his neck. Then he kicked the chair 
from under his feet and swung off. 
However, he did not dangle through 
space as he thought. Instead he 
landed with his toes touching the 
floor. 

Right then and there Pullman de- 
eided that that was no good way for 
a man to hang. However, he could 
mot untie the knot around his neck. 
The suspenders stretched just far 
enough to allow the tips of Pullmap’s 
toes to touch something solid, but 
not far enough to keep him from 
choking to death by inches. Where- 
upon he began jumping up and down 
to keep his neck from being stretched 
so far that he could not breathe. 
It was hard work, but Pullman kept 
jumping. The suspenders around his 
neck kept him from shouting for 
help. 

Finally someone heard the sounds 
made by Pullman in his frog-like 


the spectator saw what a predica- 
ment Pullman was in, he ran into the 
street and summoned Policeman 
Wedge, who managed to rescue Pull- 
man. Then he summoned a patrol 
wagon and Pullman was taken to 
the Receiving Hospital for inspection. 
It was found that his neck had not 
been injured and that he was not in- 
jured, only exhausted from his jump- 
ing. : 

“Puts me in mind of the man in 
Mark Twain's story who jumped from 
the fifty-story building in New York 


Dr. Webdber. “According to Twain 
he struck the pavement and com- 
ménceé to bounce. He bounced for 
three days, and finally his friends 
had to shoot him in order to keep 
him from starving \to death.” 
Pullman says that his experience 
has been a lesson and that he will 
not attempt to end his life again. 
He told the police that he had re- 
cently deen honorably discharged 
from the army and that he is 45 
years old and has no money. There- 
fore he has become discouraged. 


COUNTY RULES HIGHWAYS.

Justice Holds “That Roads Must 
Not Be Torn Up Without Properly 
Authorized Permits, 
The question of whether a street 
unimproved and practically untrav- 


dug up without a permit under & 
county ordinance was decided yes- 
terday, when Justice Reeve fined the 
Hermosa Beach Water Company $20 
for unauthorized work done in the 
Carnation Villa tract near Hermosa. 

According to the evidence the com- 
pany put in 600 feet of pipe, replac- 
ing a smaller pipe that had become 
inadequate, without taking out 4 
permit at the Supervisors’ office. At- 
torney Haskins, arguing its cass, 
maintained that the ordinance applied 
only to portions of streets used for 
purposes of travel, and that the roaJ- 
way in question had no houses on 
it, was not used and had remained 
in the same condition since a road 
foreman had permitted the company 
to lay the original pipes. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. ord, appearing 
for the county, maintained that the 
street had been traveled, because 
witnesses had seen wagon tracks in 
it. The ordinance, he believed, should 
apply to all roads, whether improved 
or not. To lay pipe as the company 
had done, he asserted, did not con- 
stitute a repair, but was practically 
putting in a new system. 

Justice Reeve made the fine light 
because the violation had been only 
technical. The complaining witness

SAM’S AID FOR VETERANS. 


gress to provide an annual appro- 

priation for the purpose of bringing 
to future Grand Army national en- 
campments all surviving Union vet- 
erans of the Civil War if a resolution 
to be today presented by the National 
Association of Army Nurses of the 
Civil War is adopted by the G. A. R. 

At a session of the nurses’ associa- 
tiontion at the Westminster Hotel last 
evening the striking innovation was 
adopted in the form of a resolution, 
and will be presented to the encamp- 
ment today. 

If ratified by the G.A.R. delegates 
the resolution will be then presented 
to Congress and may result in yearly 
or five-yearly appropriations totaling 
millions of dollars. 

Acting President Mrs. Joanna Mel- 
ton of the Army Nurses said last night 
that the object is to provide means 
whereby those soldiers who are now 
fm their declining years, in straitened 
financial circumstances, may enjey the 
encampments as well as those no 
more heroic: but better off in the 
world’s goods. 

As an annual appropriation, at the

-. present time, when the survivors still 


number many thousands, might be 
Gifficult to secure, the nurses’ reso- 
lution calls for the alternative action 
of awarding an appropriation for that 
purpose every other year four times 
and every succeeding year thereafter 
until the last survivor of the army 
has passed away. 

It is suggested in the resolution 
that the first of the proposed great 
mobilizations should be held in 1915, 
the second in 1917, the third in 1919, 
‘and the fourth in 1921. 


The resolution was presented to the 
associatioh at a closed meeting ot the 
orgahization yesterday afternoon and 
was unanimously adopted, Counsellor 
Glarissa F. Dye signed the document 
for the organization. 

Among those present at the meet- 
ing were many women notable for 
their heroism during the war of the 
rebellion. .

jor of the Tenth Illinois Cavalry, was 
participating in the battle.

How the little yellow pup, kicked 
from post to pillar by high private 
and genera! alike, adopted a master 
and found the man not wanting is 
Comrade Waterman’s own secret. 
When Waterman was captured, 
wounded on the field, the rebels took 
him only after fighting off the little 
yellow dog, who stood guard over the 
Union soldier and soothed his brow 
with dog tears and pup kisses. 

“Gyp,” Waterman called the pup. 
And ‘Gyp,’ the Union ex-prisoners of 
war called him yesterday, when they 
assembled at headquarters, and the 
mystery of the pup's 
was solved.

Army of the Republic during the 

past year, and the hopes of the 
order for ensuing years were re- 
viewed yesterday before the assem- 
bled veterans gt Temple Auditorium 
by Commander-in-Chief Harvey M. 
Trimble. In his address before the 
forty-sixth national encampment, 
Commander-Trimble made many rec- 
ommendations and in addition sub- 
mitted reports from various members 
of his official family. 

“We are assembled for the transac- 
tion of business that may properly 
come before us and to consider such 
measures as may be deemed wise. Our 
hast judgment and purely patriotic 
purposes should control us. If we ex- 


tend to each other those courtesies.

“If this event might mark the final 
and complete reconciliation between 
those of the opposing armies of fifty 
years ago,” he said, “and the perma- 
nent establishment of harmonious and 
fraternal relations between the North 
and South, it certainly would glad- 


den the hearts of all our country- 


men.“ 

The commander made public cor- 
respondence between himself and 
Lieut.-Gen. C. Irvine Walker, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, wherein the latter 
heartily indorsed the plan on behalf 
of his organization. The encamp- 
ment was asked to adopt similar res- 
olutions. 

Commenting on the pension legis- 
lation secured during the year, Com- 
mander Trimble said that the Grand 
Army had reason to congratulate it- 
self. The credit of securing the sat- 
isfactory result. he said. belonged 
largely to the ability and wisdom of 
the Pension Committee of the or- 
ganization. 

He said that the united action of 
the Grand Army of the Republic con- 
centrated in the labors of an efficient 
committee secured the desired re- 
sult, but the benefit accrues to a large 
number of the veterans who are out- 
side of the Grand Army in the com- 
forts provided by the new law. 

PRESIDENT TAFT THANKED. 

“I desire to personally acknowl- 
edge the earnest work of Comrade 
Gen. I. R. Sherwood of Ohio, chair- 
man of the Pension Committee of the 
House of Representatives, and of 
Senator McCumber, chairman of the 
Pension Committee of the Senate. A 
more fitting acknowledgement to our 
many friends in Congress and to 
President Taft, shbuld properly be 
made at this encampment. 


The Commander paid a high trib- 
ute to the Association of Army 
Nurses with the words: “We saw 


them fifty years ago. We heard their 
gentle voices then. We saw them 
kneeling beside our wounded and our 
sick comrades, and with quick and 
skillful hands administering to their 
needs and their comfort; sometimes 
in heroic efforts to save a life and 
sometimes in gentler moods to soothe 
their pains and anguish we can 
never forget these things, and wa 
would not if we could. Each and all 
of these devoted and patriotic wom- 
en. who now survive, should have 
the loving care-and kind considera- 
tion of every comrade of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and of every 
patriotic citizen of this nation.” 

He said that the Women's Relief 
Corps must be conceded first place 
in patriotic work among all the or- 
ganizations in this or any other coun- 
try, and declared that the work of 
the Ladies of the G.A.R. during the 
past year under the leadership of Mrs, 
Catherine Rooss, National President, 
is worthy of attention and high com- 
mendation. He spoke of their ef- 
forts in behalf of the veterans who 
need help and of their great zeal in 
the works of charity that are near 
to the hearts of the comrades. 

He spoke at length of the splendid 
work that the Sons of Veterans and 


Daughters of Veterans are doing to 
make manifest their ever-increasing 
pride in the heroic services and 
patriotic record of their fathers. 

ON INCORPORATION. 

“The subject of the incorporation 
of the Grand Army has occasfoned 
much and varied discussion. Our 
conclusions on such matters ought to 
be based upon sound business prin- 
ciples, notwithstanding the fact that 
ours is a voluntary organization. But 
this is a matter which must be de- 
termined by the sound judgment of 
the national encampment based upon 
full information in that behalf. 

In concluding his address Com- 
mander Trimble said that for the 
most part his services as Commander- 
in-Chief have been full of pleasure 
and much enjoyment. He said that 
results have fallen hort of his de- 
sires, but that t the comrades were 
satisfied he was content even with a 
small measure & their approval. To 
the veterans his concluding words 
were: “The voice of the civilized 
world is calling to you and greeting 
you, not only as the surviving heroes 
of the mightiest war, but as the 
mightiest heroes of peace the world 
has ever known.”

YHAPLAINS GO 
C INTO ACTION. 


ORGANIZE TO SECURE STRONGER 
FORCE IN SERVICE. 


Chaplain Nave Starts His Second 
Crusade for Moral and Religious 
Welfare of Boys in Ranks—Bishop 
of San Joaquin Says Will Get 
What's Asked. 


Called together by Chaplain O. J. 
Nave of this city, a number of earnest 
men and women met yesterday at the 
First Methodist Church and organized 
the Association of Chaplains of the 
Army, the Navy and the National 
Guard, of which Chaplain Nave was 
elected president. The consideration 


and adoption of a constitution and 
other items of business occupied the 


afternoon, and the object of the as- 
sociation was fully set forth in the 
speeches made at the morning ses- 
sion. At present the law requires the 
appointment of a chaplain for each 
regiment, but the chaplains wish also 
to have a provision made that one be 
appointed at each military post and 
one on board each ship where there 
are 500 men or more. ae 
“The chaplain is just as important 
in the development of the soldier as 
the drillmaster,” said Chaplain Nave, 
who had long experience in the regu- 
lar army and in active service. and 
he expressed the hope that the move- 
ment inaugurated here may rapidly 
spread to all States. N 
Chaplain Ingraham, stationed with 
the United States troops in Oklahoma. 
is not so optimistic over the prospect 
for universal peace as some other 
muHitary men, and in his carnest plea 
for more chaplains, he said: 
* “I believe before we are through 
with this thing the United States will 
own every foot of soil north of the 
Panama Canal. I believe in it and 
expect it to come, and to accomplish 
it we will need an army and navy.” 


Chaplain Hibbard of the Soldiers” 


Home, in calling the meeting to or- 
der. stated that it was for the purpose 
of forwarding the interests of spiritual 
work in the army and navy and Na- 
tional Guard; for emphasizing the 
responsibility of the men who are 
called to care for the spiritual wel- 
fare of the men in military service, 
and to convince the powers-that-he 
that the Christian church has a right 
to be heard. 

Rt.-Rev. James Sanford, Bishop of 
San Joaquin, of the Episcopal Church, 
addressed the meeting, saying in the 
course of his interesting talk: 

“There is no officer in the United 
States who renders a greater service 
to his country than the chaplain in 
the army or navy. His public min- 
strations in the chanel are the least 
important of his services to the men. 
People in a parish may go away if 
they Uke, but the men in the army 


post or on the ship cannot escape the 


monotony in their life. We have a 
right to demand that the government 
which takes our boys, takes care of 
their spiritual as well as their bodily 
welfare. It is the very best means 


men herded in posts or on shipboard. 


If we speak long enough and loud 
enough we'll get what we demand.” 

Dr. Charles Edward Locke, who was 
once a chaplain in the National Guard 
of Oregon, said in his pleasant talk to 
the assembled men and women: 

The soldier boy is just as much to 
his country as tke college boy, and he 
ix entitled to the best, purest and most 
refined surroundings possible in the 
barracks.”’

Chaplain-in-Chief J. Wynne Jones 
of the national encampment, a man of 
deep feeling, spoke in sympathy with 
the movement to secure more chap- 
lains, and told the story of his own 
experiences as a boy in the army. 

Chaplain Hunter, who is stationed 
at Ft. Rosecrans, also spoke briefly 
along the same lines, and declared 
that Chaplain Nave “has done more 
‘for the chaplain corps and for the 
enlisted men, than any other man in 
America.“ It was through a move 
started by Nave about twenty-five 
years ago, that chapels were built and 
chaplains appointed at army posts, 
but after the Spanish-American War 
the religious side appears to have 
been forgotten and, in Chaplain 
Nave's words, went into general col- 
lapse.”’ 

Chapligin McNair, who has just been 
detached from the United States 
cruiser Georgia, after serving three 
years on board, declared that the 
churches are neglecting the men on 
the sea; that they are looked down 
upon and shynned when on shore, 
“but I say to you,” he continued. 
“there is no better class of boys in 
the United States than the boys in 
the navy.” 

He stated that in 1842 there were 
twenty-four chaplains in the navy, 
end today, with the vast, increase in 
the number of ships, there are but 
twenty-three chaplains.

BASTING W CHARTER. 


——— to Be Ready 
for Trial Fitting Next Week — Some 


Sections Completed. 


Several sections of the proposed 
‘county charter will be ready for final 
consideration when the commission 
meeets tonight in the 
room, according to statements made 
yesterday at the Hall of Records. It 
is believed the whole instrument will 
be submitted Tuesday, when the com- 
mission will meet again.

Firemen Risk Lives Fighting

when that water struck it a kaleid- 
scope of color resulted. Thousands of 
rainbows were formed above the sur- 
face of the lake and even in the spiral 
column of smoke. 

While hundreds of children were 
crowding the street and trying to 
evade the vigitance of the police by 
“aneaking™” past the patrolmen who 
were trying to keep the crowd back 
of the fire lines, warning was given 
the firemen of the great tanks of gaso- 
line stored on the property of the 
Densmore-Stabler company across the 
street from the burning plant. The 
police drove the crowd out of the 
danger zone while the firemen poured 
water on these tanks. 

While only. three companies were 
called, the men were able to control 
it as well as if there had been fifty 
companies, for too many firemen 
would have been in one another’s way 
because of the peculiar nature of the 
blaze, When the burning lake of oil 
had been banked in within a certain 
area the firemen. devoted their efforts 
to shooting streams against the wall 
of flame. The force of the water 
would drive the oil back and to the 
onlookers it seemed as if the flames 
Were being folded up and hurled back 
by invisible hands. 

At the plant of the asphaltum com- 
pany it was said there were two tanks 
of oil which contained 60,000° gallons 
each, and four other, tanks, containing 
nearly as much crude oil. Besides 
these there were 500 barrels of stove

Fifty 
firemen struggled with the fierce blaze 
for nearly four hours, and by risking 
their lives, continuously, managed to 
keep the forest of flame within an 
area of a quarter of a block. 

The loss is estimated to be between 
$30,000 and $50,000. | 

One hundred and fifty thousand 
gallons of crude oil and gasoline fed 
the fire, and when the big tanks let 
forth their contents after the flames 
had begun licking around their sides, 
an immense lake was formed. The 
crude oil sent out a great mass of 
black smoke which swirled over 
Huntington Park, enveloping it in a 
dense pall. It was estimated thut the 
columhs of smoke trailed for fifty miles 
along the coast. 

Across the street from the fire was 
stored nearly 300,000 gallons of gaso- 
line which was in momentary dan- 
ger of exploding. One detail of fire- 
men was kept busy pouring streams 
of water upon the tanks containing 
the explosive. Once heated sufficient- 
ly the gasoline tanks would have 
blown up and left a vast area of 
wreckage and death. 

COOL IN HEAT’S MIDST. 

A spectacular feature of the fire 
was the coolness dismayed by J. L. 
Butler, foreman of the plant and son 
of the secretary of the company. 

When the fire broke out and it was 
seen that it could not be checked, 
Butler ran to the offices and tried to 
save as many of ‘the valuable books 
and papers 23 possible. While he 
was in the offices the telephone rang | 
and a voice anxiously ‘asked the cause 
and extent of the fre. 

“The entire plant is burning and 
the fire is sweeping around the office,” 
replied Butler, calmly, while the 
flames raced around the building, 
seemingly seeking an entrance. The 
next moment the building was ablaze 
and Butler left in the nick of time. 

The fire broke out in a condens:n« 
tank and the flames spread so quick- 
ly that before the first fire company 
reached the scene they were shooting 
into the air and attacking six larce 
tanks containing thousands of gallons 
of crude oil used in the manufacture 
of asphaitum. 

Within five minutes after the fire 
was discovered the flames had worked 
their way to these tanks and it was 
seen that the enthe plan: was 
doomed. When the firemen arrived 
they began pouring streams of water 
on the tanks, but their efforts to chec'x 
the roaring furnace were puny and 
ineffectual. 

As the burning oll began to flood 
the ruins, the water combined with 
the oil and formed a lake, which sent 
up from its surface a great mass of 
flames that leajed forty and fifty feet 
ehrwerd. 

WATER AGGRAVATES. „ 

The water seemed to add fury to 
the flames and helped to scatter the 
oil over a wider territory. The thick, 
black smoke [that ascended from the

Fred Kelly of 
U.S.C. was sure a hero when he won 
the high hurdles in 15.1. Several boys 
jumped the gun and by the time it 
did go off, they were to the first 
hurdle. At the third hurdle from the 
finish he came out from the bunch 
and was leading over the last one. 
If he had had the start that Hawkins 
of Oregon received he would have 
broken the world’s record by one- 
fifth of a second. 

After the games many of the boys 
went sightseeing and others to par- 
ticipate in different meets at Copen- 
hagen, Berlin, Budapest and Paris. 
The time limit of August 30. found 
thirty of us on board the St. Paul 
and a jolly time we had. It seemed
